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Commission Refuses to Extend Cu/tural Fund

The Hospitals and Charities Commission has re- 
fused permission for extensions which would have in- 
creased the capacity of the Altona District Hospital 
from the present 20 beds to a total of 34 beds, 


- Facilities at the hospital are expected to ‘be in- 
‘adequate within the next few years, but the present 
policy of the Government does not allow any further 
extension of smaller district hospitals in the metro- 


politan area. 
A large 200-bed hospital for Altona North is proposed, but 
its construction seems to be very much in the future. 


the Board President, Mr. R. 
Rivett, who was accompanied by 
Board members, Dr. J. H. Ley- 
den and Mr. R. Stringer. 

The purpose of the deputation 
was to present detailed plans for 
expansion of the hospital in Sar- 
good-st., Altona. 

The plans provided for a new 
maternity wing and new ameni- 
ties block comprising kitchen, 
nurses diningroom, offices, addi- 
tional bathrooms, etc. 

The bed capacity to be in- 
creased from~-20 to 34. 

The secretary of the Com- 
mission, Mr. F. W. Cremean, 
explained to the deputation that 
present Government policy does 
not allow for any further expan- 
sion of the smaller district hos- 
pitals in the metropolitan area, 
and that Altona District Hospi- 
tal could not be enlarged in any 
way. - ’ 

However, the policy does pro- 
vide for the building of large 
hospitals of approximately 200 
beds when the need arises. Mr. 
Cremean said that with the ex-

the Altona-Laverton area in the 
next few years a multi-storied 
hospital of at least 200 beds, 
was envisaged for the site on the 
corner of: Millers and Black- 
shaws-rds., Altona North. 


To a question from the depu- 
tation asking for a date when 
this new hospital might be built 
Mr. Cremean said it depended on 
the population growth in the area 
in the next decade and on the 
priorities of other districts in 
the metropolitan area. 

The deputation pointed out 
that as the present facilities 
inadequate to cope 
with the expected needs in the 
next few years, some expansion 
of the present hospital ‘would be 
justified even- as a short term 
measure. 


But the officers of the Com- 
mission again repeated that any 
expansion of the present hospi- 
tal was completely contrary to 
present Government policy. 

At their regular monthly meet- 
ing last Thursday the Board of 
Management decided to reluct- 
antly accept the decision of the 
Commission, but the Board is 
now working on plans to further 
improve present facilities of the 
hospital. 

In the long term the Board 
plans to continue putting Al- 
tona’s case for a large hospital 
on the Altona North site.

Exhausted 


Money allotted by Altona Council for this year’ 
cultural activities was all spent at the start of the year 
and now requests for grants from. this fund have td 
be refused, said Cr. P. A, Burns at the Council meet: 


ing on Monday night. 


He said after he was elected 
to council last August and took 
over the Cultural Activities port- 
folio, he discovered $900 for use 
during the 1967-68 year had been 
spent prior to his election. 

Consequently, this has not 
given him a chance to do any- 
thing for cultural activities, said 
Cr. Burns, 


Requests for grants from the 
fund have to be refused he 


said. 

The $1000 cultural vote for the 
current year was exhausted by 
payments for the losses incurred 
by the Arts Festival and Educa- 
tion Week activities for August, 
1967, explained Mr. J. W. 
Waters, shire secretary. : 

The council's financial year is 
from October to September and 
not a calender year. Thus the 
1967-68 fund was spent before 
the year started. . 

Two requests for grants from 
the fund were before the coun- 


{cil last Monday night. 








But Cr. Burns pointed out that 
as the fund is exhausted, the 
requests had to be refused. ~ 

However, he added that one 
of the requests was from a 
school which has already had a 
grant during the current year— 
$20 in November, 1967. 

Brooklyn West Primary School 
sought another subsidy for the 
$20 bus fare’ to a Ballet Guild 
performance. 

Mr. Waters said the school 
received an allowance to at- 
tar the ballet in term three of 
1967, -. 

He said, admittedly the chil- 
dren mentioned in this letter did 
not travel last year, but the 
school has been advised that 
the allocation is for the coun- 
cil’s financial year and not the 
calender year. . 

There are seven primary 
schools in Altona, each costing 
a subsidy of $20 for a_ballet 
performance, said Mr. Waters. 
But not all schools make use of 
the subsidy, he added. 

The other request came from 
the secretary of the Altona In- 
fant Mistresses’ Association, 
who _said— 

“Thank you for your generous 
support and encouragement to 
the schools who have attended 
the Victoria Ballet performances 
in recent years. 

“In ‘subsiding the bus trans- 
port for the schools, your coun- 
cil has made it possible for more 
children to attend. 

“The Guild is now doing three 
different ballets each year, and

Cititens Advice 
Bureau 


An innovation in many suburbs is the Citi 
zens’ Advice Bureau. 

As its name implies, advice or direction is 
here given to people with problems. 

The Bureau does not set out to solve these 
problems, but rather to direct the enquirers 
to the place where they can be resolved. 

. How many of us have been confronted at 
times with the request ‘’Can you tell me”’ and 
have been glad to comply to the extent pos- 
sible? But how many such questions remain 
unput because of uncertainty or diffidence? 

The ideal set-up of the Citizens - Advice 
Bureau (C.A.B.) appears to be in an office 
adjacent to or in a main shopping area. 

Here an approved voluntary worker is av- 
ailable to direct citizens in difficulties. Those 
people wth problems who may have inhibi- 
tions against contacting directly Postal offic- 
ers, Police Dept., Council ‘Chambers or Wel- 
fare Depts. could find such an office more 
approachable. Here they could find direction 
and reassurance as to their next step. 

‘Altona has a need for C.A.B., with its mig 
rant population particularly 50. : 


Such a centre in Altona could serve ‘the 
above purpose. In addition it could feature 
information at some timé needed by every 
citizen — location plan of Shire and details of 
churches, schools and -club and various or- 
ganisations ‘of the Shire.: Oné these points 
alone it would fill a much needed want. 

The cost of such a centre would be a con- 
sideration, but set off would be a better in- 
formed community and more importantly it - 
would be a step in answering many at present 
unresolved problems of some of its people.

NO TOILETS FOR 
PAISLEY STATION 


The Roilways Department is 
still not prepared to provide 
toilet facilities at Paisley Sta- 
tion but the Altona Council 
considers the provision a neces- 
sity and will again seek the 
Department’s co-operation in 
providing this service. 


In a@ letter- to the council 
the Secretary for the Railways 
said ‘Since the appointment of 
a booking agent at Paisley on 
December 4, there has not been 
any marked increase in rail 
travel and the revenue received 
from the station is compara- 
tively small. 

“The reasons why we are 
not prepared to provide toilet 
facilities at the station have 
been explained and we can see 
no reason at present to aiter 
therdecision. The position is 
the same at many other sta- 
tions throughout the State’. 

A the council meeting: last 
Monday night Cr. W. L. J. 
Crofts said here again the Rail- 
ways refuse to provide a toilet 
despite the fact that 100 peo- 
ple use Paisley station each 
day. 

He said he has inspected the 
station a number of times and 
has noticed that built next to 
the waiting room is a cubicle 
which he considers was prob- 
bly meant for a toilet. 

And, said Cr. Crofts, it is 
obvious it is being used for this 
purpose now, 

He moved that the council 
request the Department to er- 
ect a door on the cubicle and 
if they agree the Council pro- 
vide a pan service for the sta- 
tion. 

Cr. A. W. Bond agreed use 
was already being made of the 
cubicle and in seconding the 
motion suggested Cr. Crofts in- 
clude in his motion that as the 
area is a health hazard a let- 
ter also be sent to the Health 
Department, 

Cr. Crofts readily agreed to 
the addition and councillors 
agreed unanimously to the ac- 
tion.

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BREATHALYSER READING OF .340 


The driver of a Bedford truck involved ‘in an 
accident in Williamstown had a breathalyser test 
which read .340 the Williamstown Court was told 


last week. 


A charge of dangerous driving 
was reduced by the magistrate 
to careless driving and this was 
adjourned for 12 months without 
a conviction being recorded. 

A charge of exceeding .05 
blood alcohol count was similarly 
adjourned. 

Mr. Barrett appeared for the 
defence. 

Const. L. Magur, of Footscray, 
told the Court that at 7.05 p.m. 
on March 9 he went to Fergu- 
son-st., Williamstown, where he 
saw a Bedford truck. The truck 
had mounted the southern side 
of the street and apparently 
knocked down a fence. The 
front of the truck was on the 
footpath. 

Two cars were partly under- 
neath the truck, which was sus- 
pended in midair. 

Altogether three cdrs in a 
row were damaged. Apparently 
they had been parked in Fergu- 
son-st., near Verdun-st. 

It appeared the truck collided 
with one car and caused a chain 
reaction involving them all. 

Const. Magur said he spoke 
to the driver of the truck who 
was standing, swaying from side 
to side on the footpath. He 
noticed the driver's eyes were 
glazed and that he smelt strongly 
of liquor. The “constable said 
the driver, Reilly, told him he 
had four pots. 

Const. Magur said he then 
asked Reilly to come to the 
police station for a breathalyser 
test. 

Const. Barron took Reilly to 
Wiltiamstown. 

After attending to matters at 
the scene of the accident, Const. 
Magur told the Court that he 
went to the police station, where 
he arrived at 8.30 p.m. Here 
Reilly had given a sample of 
his breath and was then given 
sobriety tests. 

Const. Magur said defendant 
had trouble with touching his 
nose and putting the key in the 
door. However, other tests were 
done reasonably well. 

iWhen Reilly was asked at the 
police station if he was driving 
when the collision occurred, he 
replied, “Tl nevér forget.” 

He said a car coming out 
-from his right caused him to 
swerve and that was how the 
accident happened. 

“He said he was doing about 30 
mph- at the time, although he.

From our fourth floor room 
in a beautiful hotel we had a 
delightful view of the city. | 


During our three-and-a-half | 


We were driven the 11 miles 
to Fort McMurray by bus. As 
we came down a hill and rounded 
a corner there stretching be- 
fore us was a lovely little town 
nestling in a valley. 


We were taken to a recently 





completed apartment block 
where it took us a little while 
to settle in, but everyone was 
very helpful and pleasant. 
a. 
Fort McMurray is quite a 
strange and not a typical Cana- 
dian town because of the many 





different people living here.. 


Teachers ‘Mainly 
From Overseas 


Most of the scheol teachers 
are British and there are four 
of us Australians. 


Of the 45-50 teachers at the 
elementary and high schools 
there are only about seven to 
10 Canadian teachers. Cana- 
dians, naturally enough, prefer 
to teach in the city schools. 


On the whole the people are 
very friendly and make every- 





days in Edmonton we bought 
warm clothing so we could bear 
the freezing conditions. 


Caught in a 
Blizzard 


While on a shopping expedi- 
tion we were caught in a bliz- 
zard. 


It was terrible. 

People huddled in shop door- 
ways trying to escape the mighty 
wind. 





I was dressed in stockings and 
a short mini skirt, so, conse- 
quently, I was ice-burnt around 
the knees. They were very pain-

When 
we returned to the hotel this 
finger was blue with the cold. 
Tt was almost frozen. I cried 
when it began to thaw out—the 
pain was so great. 


This day was apparently the 
worst in Edmonton for many 
a year. I would not want to go 
through it again. 


I now have black kid woollen- 
lined boots and a brown parka 
with hood and completely lined 
with wool and kapok. The parka 
is heavy,.but warm. 


Coats .and boots here are 
really gorgeous and evel i 
seems to be trimmed with some 
type of fur. 


Sent. to Outback 
Schools 


From Edmonton we headed 
for an almost unknown place 
—Fort McMurray. 


Many people we had ques- 
tioned did not know where the 
place was and those who did, 
laughed when we mentioned it. 
We did not know what to ex- 


pect. 


The interesting plane trip to 
pcre MeMurray took about one 
jour. 


We began to realise how iso- 
lated this town is when we did 
not see a farm or any sign of 


one welcome to Fort McMurray. 


This is a town that has 
doubled its population almost 
overnight. In 1964 there were 


four teachers here, now there 
are about 50. 


“The great increase in popula- 
tion is due to oil being found in 
nearby oil-sands. 


The town is expected to 
double its size again. Two more 
great companies are proposing 
to build in the autumn (or fall 
as the Canadians cal! it}. 


This pretty town in the valley 
has the Athabasca River in 
front of it and the Clearwater 
River running behind. 


I am teaching at the elemen- 
tary school, which has a staff 
of 20 teachers. 


School is Fully 
Equipped 


This beautiful brand new. 
school has just about all the- 
equipment possible. Much 
more than you would find in 
our primary schools at home. 
Because of the climate every- 

thing is inside—toilets (called 
bathrooms here) are found in 
every wing of the buildings. 


At present the grounds are 
not very good, but nothing can 
be done until the snow has 
thawed and the ground un- 
frozen. 


Plans include the setting up 
of playing equipment and the 
planting of lawns, gardens and 
trees, 


The climate is a big factor in 
Canadian lives. It just about 
controls everything. It is some 
thing that has to be respected.

Food is greatly varied. You 
can buy just about everything 
except lamb or mutton. Here 
it is either beef or pork. We 
enjoy this,. but sometimes 
yearn for some lamb. 


What we enjoy most of the 
Canadian food are the big. 
beautiful hamburgers. They 
are just gorgeous. 


We find the food rather expen- 
sive because we are so far from 
any city. Edmonton is about 
350 miles away. 


Many foods are frozen in 
packets. : 

There are no separate shops 
selling particular types of food 
like at home—for example, 
fruit shops, butchers’ shops, etc. 


Here just about everything is 
found in the self-service store. 
On one side will be the meat, 
the other fruit and vegetables 
and in another part the gro- 
ceries. 


High Salaries 


The money here is tremen- 
deus. Together we are earn- 
ing approximately $800 sper 
month—$400 each. 7 


Yet we-must- be the lowest 
money-earners here in Fort Mc- 
Murray. 


Some of the people earn about 
$600-$800 each a month. 


However, things are expensive, 
but, people are still making a 
profit. 


We are earning’ more than 
double what we would be earn- 
ing at home. 


We have bought ourselves a 
1968 maroon with red upholstery 
Mustang. ~ 


It cost us the most ridiculous 
price of about $3100—about the 
same as a Holden at home. 


I imagine a Mustang would 
cost about $5500 or $6000, maybe 
more, at home. 


We hope next year to do a 
touring holiday of the USA in 
the Mustang.

The — Australian dollar is 
worth $1.20 here—it is slightly 
higher. than the Canadian dollar.

The houses here are all made 
of wood—a few of brick—but 
very few. ‘They all have base- 
ments are quite -large. 
Every building is centrally 
heated. 


The temperature is usually 
70 to 75 degrees inside, you do 
not feel the cold at all. 


The weather is very drying 
and the snow is also very dry 
—not at all like our snow in 
Australia which is very wet. 

The snow here is like powder, 
it is very fluffy and light. 


Living in below zero condi- 
tions sounds terrible, but you 
do not seem to feel it at ail. 
However, you cannot stay out- 
side in it too long. 


Therefore, as you spend quite 
a large amount of time inside, 
the house must be comportabie. 


Spring Brings Melt-, 


ing Snow and Sun 
At present spring is just 
about here. 


All the snow has melted and 
the mud is terrible—soon every- 
thing will be dry. The weather 
has been gorgeous. Warm days 
of 45 to 55 degrees above zero. 
That may sound strange, but it 
really is warm. The skies are 
always a beautiful blue and the 
sun is always shining. 


This letter tells you a little of 
Canada and its people, but re- 
member this is only a tiny sec- 
tion of the life because we are 
only living in a” small town.
